Eliza- 
beth, which was the ſtrongeſt Argument he had to grapple 
with, as in truth appears by his ſo weakly arguing againſt 
it, and relates the affairs of thoſe times, which were the 
occaſion of that Statute , from whence he would fain urge 
that it was intended againſt Scoz/aud only, which could not 
be, for ſhe declared him Succeſſor on her Death-bed, and if 
it had been intended in particular againſt King Faes, the 
Parliament would not ſo willingly | Gn accepted him for - 
their Prince, and that Statute Rand ſtill unrepealed ; but it 
was in general, to reſerve a Power in the Parliament, to 
ſettle the Succeſſion for the greateſt advantage-of the Nati- 
on, when the necetlity of it doth ſo require, Thus I hope 1 
have given you fatisfation in this concern, and ſhould be.

Ur although the Stars (or Aſtrologie, the Science of 
the Stars) are no way favouring ſuch idle Opini- 
ons as the DeftruQion of the world by Fire, or the 

time of its Diflolntion ; yet fo ſtrangely impudent are 
many in thisour Age, that they pretend to believe they 
havea certain preſcience of thele things, either by Reve- 
lation from rhe <pirit, as they (fometiTes blaſphemoully) 
word it: orelſe from the obſervation they ſeem to-make 

of certain Apparttions or Prodigies. | 
As to the firſt , it is very ſufficiently known , that none 
but Melancholy Perſons are ſubje& thereunto; and cheſe 
kind of people pretend unto the acquaintance of Revelati- 
ons, and fiich-like myſteries, either from Enyy or Frenzy : . 
for the former, they deſervecenſure ; for the fatter, pity. 
Fiſtory informs us, (as one ingeniouſly notes) that many 
men have fancyed themſelves Monarks, Popes and Empe- 
Tours; when as in truth they havebeen but Foot-boys, 
Grooms, and Serving-men.. And many-again , pretend-" 
ing to theſe marters of Revelation, have been found to 
have 
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have more of Villany, then Melancholy in them 3 by which 
means they have aQed, agitated, and brought about very 
eminent and confiderable Defignes. | 
But ſuppoſe we, that many of theſe kinde of perſons ia Perſons 
their precences to Revelation, Infpiration , &c. have no pretending 
deligne at all, either againſt che Church or State they live a. 1971-"ng 
under 3 yet it is not enough that becauſe they pretend to Y.. wo 
theſe matters ,. that we miſt therefore believe them to be melarcholy 
more then they are ; or that they are able (beyond others) ten /piri- 
ro ——_— prefence of God ; or that they are as #*al- 
Lords of Gods Council, becatife they pretend ſo highly 
tothe Spirit: for all theſe their fair and (ſpiritual ptetences, 
are nothing but the effe&s of an abſurd Melancholy ; and 
proceed not from any preternacnral or ſupernatural cauſe ; 
as.it happened in David George , Fohn of Leyden , Facob 
Bebmen , and infinite others , both of former and latcec 
times z5 of whoſe Aftions and Exploits, Hiſtory is not bar- 
ren. For when this humour predominates in a man, it makes 
bis brain ( or rather the Nut, or Top-kernel thereof , as Des 
Cartes expreſſeth it , to |) ſeem like a cracks Looking-glaſs, Hes Cartes 
receiving thereby a thouſand various thoughts , conceits, and Pals, Soul, 
ſhapes of things , which they ( witha confuſed imagination 
and FTuadgement ) beholding , do ſuppoſe real 3 and are there= 
fore the more bold in pretending to V ifion and Revelation, and 
in reporting things ( incredible and untrue ) which they be= 
lieve to have beard and ſeen. | 
Bur 1 ſhrewdly fear, the Enthnfiaſts of onr days deferve 
no ſuch charitable conſtru&ion to be made of their ations 
or pretences. For it appeareth conſpicuouſly to all men, 
that the Viſions and Revelations they lay claim unto, and 
pretend an intereſt in , proceed rather from Envy then 
Frenzy 3 and that under pretence of theſe matters, mask- 
ing their intentions with the glittering Vizard of Religion, 
(1 mean thoſe Pie fraudes formerly uſed among us, tothe 
almoſt ruine of the three Nations ) they deſigne to a& 0- 
ver their old Villanies again in theſe Kingdoms, 
And co aflure the Reader _ thefeare not the men uy

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ſeem to be , although they colour and cover their intenth- 
ons with a ſpecious pretence to Piety, Oc. let him conli- 
der them according to the Chara&ers that rationally be- 
ſpeak both whae they have been, and at preſene are.

already as poſlible, they ſtand in dread and fear of nothing 
they ſhall promote, or pretend unto; being captivated b 
che Proverb, He that fits on the ground can fall no lower, This 
is the plain (though poor ) encouragement they take to. 
kindle their ſparks of Miſchief and Rebellion ; which if 
they catch , England will once more be caſt into the 
fiery furnace. Such perſons being of the nature of fire, 
are always defirous to convert every. thing into its own 
likeneſs. The poor maz , faith Solomon , ( or perſon of a 
deſperate Fortune) i like a ſweeping Rain , Prov. 28. 
: 3+ They are not onely perſons.deſperate in their For- 
eunes, and diſcontents in their Minds ; but like the Grave, 
ox Barren Womb, in their deſires unſatiable. From this

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vicious temper and thirſt unquenchable of theirs, they 
have ruined and deftroyed more in twenty years, then b 
the greateſt Zeal, Care, Lnyalty and Induſtry can be repat- 
red'in one thoufand ; and yet they are noe ſatisfied, For 
fince it hath pleaſed God to reſtore his Majelty to his 
Kingdoms , and che Kingdoms to their priſtine Govern- 
ment , theſe perſons cannot bg content tb. have their Re- 
bellions and Treaſons defaced With a Royal Delea!wr, buc 
becauſe they have not the power to reign in their inſatiable 
I which they took in Ruine and Deſtruion , as 

ore, they take upon them. ( with the greateſt ingrati- 
evde imaginable) maliciouſly, to doom that to death 
which gave (and yet continnes unto them) Life. 

4. Theſe Perſons uſe this their Engine of Villany and 
Politique way of miſchief, for the diſcomfiting andterri=
